The record of 


crime against the four men wa.s a long, 
one. 
Working together they as mem- 


bers of a band had terrorized northern 
France and southern Belgium for several 
years. The murderers were Abel Pollct 
and his brother and' two other 
nicu. 


named respectively C'auve and 1'erru. 


The condemned were ignorant up to a 


short time, be.fore their execution, that 
they were to die. They had slept undis- 
turbed and have had the serene convic- 
tion'that their sentences would be com- 
muted. They attended ma.-.s and were 
then'led out in front of 
the 
prison, 


where- the. guillotine was erected. 


As the- condemned wore led out of 


prison, crios of 'vengeance a rose from the 
assembled crowd and as the knife fell 
four times in rapid succession, the people 
present did not hesitate .to evince their 
satisfaction. The French parliament re- 
cently passed a resolution in favor of 
the retention of the death penalty in 
France and the cabinet a fortnight ago, 
decided to carry out parliament's ruling. 
The low permitting the ^ntliction of cap- 
ital punishment had been practically a 
dcttd letter'lavv, for it has been the cus- 
tom of the president of the. republic to 
commute all death -sentences to life im- 
prisonment.

While Dr. Valentine himself is not op- 


posed to the saloon business he declares, 
that as president of the village, and in 
view of the1 fact that, the board wants 
drv Sundays, in accordance with law. 
he proposes to sir-it the saloons if it 
takes a year to do it.
